This Office action is in response to applicants' amendment filed 10 December 2003, 
which amends claims 1-6 and 9-14 and deletes claims 7 and 8. The above stated amendment has 
been entered. 

The pending claims 1-6 and 9-14 are therefore examined in this Office action.

Abstract is the following: 

The present invention relates to a new thrombin inhibitor of formula (1) comprising an S 
subsite blocking segment (AS), an S ! subsite blocking segment (Z), and a fibrinogen recognition 
exosite blocking segment (P). AS is linked to Z, which is linked to P according to the 
formula: AS-Z-P . The S 1 subsite blocking segment thus, besides binding to the thrombin S ' 
subsites, connects the S subsite blocking segment and the fibrinogen recognition exosite blocking 
segment. This binding of Z segment together with the bindings of the AS and P segments, 
contributes to improve the affinity of the inhibitors significantly. 

Amendments to the claims: 

The pending claim 1 has been amended as follows. Please replace the previous claims 
with the claims shown below. 
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Claim 1. {Twice amended) Change "AS represents a S subsite blocking segment" to "AS 
represents a blocking segment of S subsite of thrombin".
